The Signals are of two kinds; a double cone 
to be hoisted as a Warning Signal, and a drum or 
Storm Signal. 


The Warning Signal will be hoisted on the flag- 
staff at the Indian Musuem whenever the appear- 
ance of the weather at Calcutta, and as re’ 
by telegraph from the Meteorological Stations 
on and near the coast, is such as usually precedes — 
a Cyclone in the neighbourhood of the coast. 


The Storm Signal will be hoisted when from the 
same indications it is to be inferred that a storm 
is imminent and approaching Calcutta. 

These Signals will be hoisted only during the 
hours of day-light.
